Never in the history of the world have the cruelty and cupidity of any 
despot or conqueror been such a menace to the liberties of the people as 
this nurseling of narrow envy, morbid spite and perverted passion; the 
child of the mean mind and the cruel heart. For the evil that the 
individual tyrant does is open and undisguised; and, in some measure, it 
dies with him; but the evil of debauching the weak-minded and ignorant 
with the spirit of lawlessness is one that must spread like a fermenting 
poison, and that strikes at the very heart of public liberty. Where the 
people make their own laws, and direct the administration of those laws, 
they have the right to demand that they shall be respected, honored and 
obeyed, in word and deed, by all who live under their operation. If any 
individual law bear too hardly on any class or condition of the people, it 
is the right of those who suffer thereby to contend, under the law, for the 
abolition or modification of that particular law. But it is through law 
alone, and the love of law, that liberty can grow and establish itself 
among the peoples of the earth.

With this thing that calls itself Anarchism, the people have been 
lenient far too long. Its real name is LICENSE. It has no foundation 
in philosophy or in practice. It has too long been allowed to claim for 
itself the respectability which attaches to the theoretical Socialism to 
which ic impudently asserts its kinship. The discussion of theories of 
Socialism is, in the opinion of most practical men, a futility, because 
the whole idea of socialism is based on the barren hope of bringing 
all human beings to a uniformity of taste and opinion that can 
exist only among the lower races. It would, no doubt, be possible 
to pick out a thousand half-naked Patagonians who would be 
practically all of one type in character, disposition and 
intellectual development. But if it were possible to edu- 
cate these thousand savages, and to instill into them 
the ideas and appetites born of our complex civiliza- 
tion, the process would so develop individuality 
among them that no two of them would think or 
feel exactly alike. Yet futility is perhaps the most 
serious charge that can be brought against the 
Socialist. His aim is the betterment of society, 


and his means are peaceful and lawful.

But Anarchism has no more right to ask for 
popular toleration on the ground of being akin to 
Socialism than black murder has a right to pretend 
to be natural death. Its one understandable con- 
tention: that the abolition of law would end all 
necessity for law, is too impudently absurd for seri- 
ous consideration; and the folly of letting people 
mouth such absurdities at will can only serve to 
bring about such horrors as have lately afflicted 
Europe — horrors that will some day afflict the 
people of our own country, if they do not soon see 
the need of enforcing at all times and places a 
decent respect for that law which they have made 
for their own guidance and their own protection. 
When talk of Anarchy comes to be regarded as blas- 
phemy against the people and treason to the State, as 
such to be promptly punished and crushed out with 
a heavy hand, then, and then only, shall we be free from a 
danger worse than all perils of plague, pestilence or famine.

No man tried harder or more faith- 
fully to serve the people of France, and to make them prosperous and con- 
tented, than President Carnot. He had, moreover, none of the qualities 
which excite even partisan dislike.

Unless his successor shall prove to 
be a man of the same stamp, his death will remove a guarantee of peace 
that was respected in the five greatest nations of Europe. In any case, it 
is a loss to France and to believers in popular government all over the 
world.
